He Scriptures doe abſolutely deny a transferribleneſſe,tran- 
ſtation or Pang, or moving the righteou/neſſe of one 
perſon to another, from Gal.3,12,and the Law is not of faith, but 
the man that doth them ſhall live in them, it denieth it to be done 
with faith, wbich was the likelieſt band under Heaven——— by 
which be intendeth to make the righteonſnes of the Law as per= 
formed by Chriſt uncapable of thus tranſlation or impatation.... 
faith derives remiſſion from Chriſt , but not the righteonſne: of 
the Law, the ſcope ſbeweth it is the very doer that ſball lrve,ehc. 

1, Removing righteouſnes from one perſon to ano- 
ther, are not our words, we ſay not that Chriſts righte- 
euſncs imputed is removed, or daticle taken from Chriſt,

We aſſert his rightcouſneſſe transferrible, that is, that 
it may be, and is imputed or given to us. 

He was our Swrety, he farisfied forus, if there be an ab- 
ſolute impoſſibility of transferring whar is done for ano- 
ther , you deltroy — Chriits being our Swrery, 

3, His death is imputable,or ſufferings of death, you 
mult hold that imputation of them, or elſe confefſe your 
_ ſelfe a Socinian, Mr, Gat, exempreth himſcltec thereby,dea- 
ling with Lucins, 

If his ſufferings, all of them, from his incarnation or 
conception to his death, his being man, doings and ſutfe- 
rings, forme of a ſervant, ſervices in that forme,all his 
verty, unto, till death, as well as death ic felfe ; in which 
there are many ſervile atsto the Law. Mr. Gataker exclu- 
deth not them or their imputation, nor Parews, your (clfe 
teach a concurrenceand influence of works abſolutely nc- 
celſary to make atonement, 

And if Chrittdid not obey for himſelfe (which was 
vaine, ſeeing he lived from the firit moment) it was for us; 
his being man holy and juſt, &c. was his humiliation, po- 
verty , be became poore , that we through his poverty might be 
made rich, 

His ſufferings were fulfillings of the Law, ever puniſh- 
ment is the fulfilling of the Law. 

If (afferings are impatable, the fulfilling of the Law 
is in all theſe reſpets, andareimputed, or elſe we haveno 
good by them. It is nothing that there is ſach vertue in 
Teſis Chrilt if there be no application, and application 
A on our part nece{ſarily putteth giving and impu- 
tation from the Lord. 

Now to your argument, we deny the Law to be that 
by which we are juſtified , or that the rightcoutheſſe by 
which is Legal!. Ir is evident (fay we) becauſe that run- 
neth,The man that doth this ſpall live, if we were (o legally, 
we mult be ſo in & by our ſclves perſonall y,doe this neither 
needed we a Mediator; we cannot doe this, this and faith 
are a{zſtata, put this, taith o Eo matter, when

teouſnes which fairh apprehendeth,; we inberit the promiſes, 
that of righteouſnes by which we are white as Snow, 
whiter, 

And this righteouſnes is neceſſary to life, the Spirit is 
life becauſe of righteouſneſſe, imputed, Chamieer, Rom. $. 10, 
they which recerve abundance of grace and of the gift of righ- 
aeeſneſſe, ſpall reigne in life even by one Jeſus Chriſt, Roms. 
16. Grace reignes through righteouſneſſe to eternal life, verl. 
alt. 

This is Gods righteevſner, what he giveth,and we by faith 
receive.there is a ſubordination h— Gods —_ the 
promiſe, Chrilt, his obedience, pardon, life, faith, righ- 
teouſnes is not perſonall but of the Surety. And this is 
notably ſer torth as by forraine Divines, ſo by our owne, 
and the Do&rine of our Church, to which we bave ſub- 
ſcribed.
